Herbert E. Smith, Professor of Engineering and Applied

Dn 1948, Dr. Mason received the Exceptional Service Award 
from the Department of the Army in recognition of exceptional 
achievements contributing to success of amphibious operations 
in World War II. 

Dean Smith, who has been Assistant Dean of the School of 
Engineering and Applied Science since 1963, was graduated from 
the College of the City of New York in 1930 with a Bachelor 
of Science Degree. He received his Ph.D. from New York 
University in 1940. 

Dr. Smith began his industrial career as Junior Executive 
and Assistant of the Board of Transportation of New York on 
subway construction and operation.

Dr. Charles R. burrows has joined the Center for 
Measurement Science in the School of Engineering and Applied

Active in the International Scientific Radio Union, Dr. 
Burrows has served many years on the U.S. National Committee 
and also was Chairman of the organization. He was Head 
of the U.S. Delegation to the 10th General Assembly 
of the Union in Sydney, Australia, in 1952. 

From 1946 to 1954, he was President of the Joint 
Commission on Radi o-tleteorol ogy of the International Council 
of Scientific Unions. 

A registered engineer in the State of New York and the 
District of Columbia, Dr. Burrows is presently a member of 
the Research Committee and the Administrative Committee of 
the Group on Engineering Management. He has received the 
Presidential Certificate of Merit and is a Fellow of the 
American Physical Society. 

Dr. Burrows received his-Bachelor of Science and 
Professional Degree of Electrical Engineering from the 
University of Michigan in 1924 and 1335, respectively. He 
earned his Ph.D. in physics from Columbia University in 1938.

GLJU RECEIVES MAJOR LOAN 
FOR UNIVERSITY CENTER, 

CONSTRUCTION TO BEGIN THIS FALL 

The George Washington University has received an $8,000,000 
loan from the New York Life Insurance Company to enable the 
University to proceed with construction of its $11 million 

University Center project. 

/ 

The compl-etion of arrangements for the loan, one of the 
largest ever made to a private university, was announced jointly 
by Henry W. Herzog, vice president and treasurer of George 
Washington University, and Randall H. Hagner Co., Inc., 
correspondents for the New York Life Insurance Co. 

The new University Center will be located in the area of 
the George Washington campus bordered by H Street, 21st Street 
and Eye Steeet, N.U., and will provide dining, social, meeting 
and recreational services for the University's 13,000 students, 
and for its faculty, staff, alumni and friends. 

Construction is expected to begin this Fall. Occupancy is 
scheduled for Fall, 1969. 

The six-story building will provide about 332,000 square 
feet and will- include the following features: a main dining room 
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to seat about 960; a 450-seat, arena-style theater; a faculty- 
alumni dining facility for approximately 250; a 12-lane bowling 
alley; the University Book Store; a billiards room; a rathskeller 
and underground parking for about 200 cars. 

Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, president of The George Washington 
University, lauded the completion of financing arrangements 
that enable the construction of the building to proceed. 

"We are delighted," he said, "to have this important step 
taken, and we are pleased that the New York Life Insurance 
Company will be our partner in this historic enterprise for 
George Washington." 

The acquisition of funds to begin the University Center 
culminates many years of planning for a facility that would 
bring together the requirements of a student union, a faculty 
club, an alumni center arid a small theater. The resulting 
plans were developed over the past four years by a faculty- 
student committee headed by Dr. Paul Bissell, director of 
Student Services. 

The building, designed by Mills, Petticord and Mills, 
will serve nearly 3,000 resident students, 3,500 other full-time 
students and 6,500 part-time undergraduate and graduate students. 
The George Washington faculty, both full-time and part-time, 
numbers about 2,000. The University has more than 40,000 alumni, 
of whom 20,000 reside in the Washington Metropolitan area. 

The 25-year loan made for the University Center by New York 
Life will be financed through a student fee and through rifts of 
alumni and friends.

FORMER AEC CHAIRMAN TO ADDRESS 
GWU MED STUDENTS ON HEALING ATOM 

The Honorable Lewis L. Strauss will discuss "The Healing Atom" at the 
144th Opening Assembly of The George Washington University School of Medicine 
on September 11. 

The former Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission will address the 
ceremony that marks the beginning of the medical academic year at GW in Lisner 
Auditorium at 11:30 a.m. 

Admiral Strauss expects to tell of some early history of nuclear physics 
in the United States, hitherto unpublished, and of the catalytic role of 
radiation therapy in the subsequent atomic energy program which proliferated 
in so many other directions -- weapons, industry, agriculture and power. He 
will briefly discuss the latest applications of isotopes in therapy and the 
social responsibility of research. 

Admiral Strauss, who served on the Atomic Energy Commission from 1946- 
1948 (Chairman, 1953-58), was later appointed Secretary of Commerce. He is 
an author ( Men and Decisions) ; a corporation director; former member of the 
banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb, and Co.; a trustee of several medical and 
educational institutions including The George Washington University, and 
holder of 29 honorary degrees. 

GW President Lloyd H. Elliott, Medical Dean John Parks, M.D., and 
University Marshal John F. Latimer will participate in the program for 413 
medical students, faculty members and guests. 
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APPOINTMENT OF DEAN OF SCHOOL OF PUBLIC 

AND INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS AT GIJ 


Hiram M. Stout has been appointed Dean of the School of Public 
and International Affairs at The George Washington University. He 
has been Acting Dean of the School for the past year. 

His appointment was announced by Dr. Harold F. Bright, GW' s 
Vice President for Academic Affairs. 

Dean Stout joined the GW faculty in 1962 as Director of the 
GtJU Center at the Naval War College. The same year he became 
Professor of International Affairs at GW. He was Assistant Dean 
of the University's School of Government, Business and International 
Affairs from the fall of 1964 to the spring of 1966, when it was 
divided into two schools -- Government and Business Administration, 
and Public and International Affairs. He was named Acting Dean 
of the latter at its inception. 

Programs in the School cover the fields of international 
affairs, public affairs, and Si no-Soviet affairs. The School's 
objective. Dean Stout believes, is to give students a solid 
academic foundation for careers in public service.

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"Besides imparting knowledge, he says, "we attempt to provide 
historical perspective for contemporary problems, to offer 
theoretical guides for analysis, and to develop in the student a 
critical, objective attitude, a caution in reaching judgments, and 
an awareness of the complexity of most issues." 

Dean Stout earned his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at Harvard 
University, the latter in 1934. He did his undergraduate work at 
De Pauw University. 

From 1937 to 1939, Dean Stout was a member of the research staff 
for the Civil Service Assembly in Chicago. In 1939, he became 
Associate Professor of Political Science at the American University, 
and left two years later to join the War Department. 

His scholarly distinction in British government and comparative 
politics served official needs as well as cultural during and after 
the War. With Army military intelligence two years in Washington, 
and three years as Assistant Military Attache in London, he served 
as a liaison officer between the British and American intelligence 
services. From 1955 to 1956, Dean Stout was Admiral King Professor 
of History at the Naval War College. 

For 15 years, serving consecutively the International 
Division of the Bureau of the Budget, the Assistant Secretary's 
Office for Occupied Areas in the Department of State, and the 
Central Intelligence Agency, he was concerned with American efforts to 
relieve want and to restore civilian life in war devastated countries, 
to establish democratic constitutional governments, and to analyze 
and estimate political trends and developments in Western Europe.
